HAT his Father, Sir Michael Mitchell, when the Earl of Tyrconnell firſt began to Ruine 
the Proteſtant and Engliſh Intereſt in Jreland, was Impriſoned, and otherwiſe bar- 
barouſly uſed, for adhering to that Intereſt, and ſecuring the Records and Plate of the 
City of Dublin, of which he was one of the Eldeſt Magiſtrates. 

When His Majeſty*s happy Viftorory at the Boyne ſet him at Liberty, he vigorouſly 
beſtirred himſelf, and animated his fellow-Citizens, to ſecure the Caſtle, and City 

Guards, and all the Publick Offices and Records there; and by Arming themſelves, 

prevented the 1riſh Soldiers, on their leaving the ſaid City, from committing the Deſtruction and Waſte 
they threatned. For which Services, His Majeſty made him Colonel of the 441itia of the ſaid City, whereby 
he got that Influence over the 2ilitia, that they not only kept that Garriſon ſecure from the Inſults and 
Attempts of the Enemy, but prevailed with them frequently to convey Proviſions to the Army, and 
to march on many Occaſions, ( once as far as Sligoe, above Ninety Miles ) to fight the Enemy, though no 
Militia is obliged to paſs the Bounds of their own Counties. 

Beſides which, he did many other eminent Services of great Toil and Expence, to the Impoveriſhing his 
Family, particularly in furniſhing the 44#4iria with Arms, and in Palaſadoing and making the City Defenkible, 
when Sarsfield threatned with a flying Army to ſurprize and burn it ; yet never received the leaſt Reward 
for any of his Services : All which, and many other Particulars, is amply Teſtified under the Seal of the 
{aid City, and by ſeveral Perſons of Quality and Credit. 

Theſe Services induced the City to continue him Lord-Mayor for Two Years, while their Dangers and 
Troubles laſted ; and His Majeſty, in Conſideration of his many good Services, and great Sufferings, was 
graciouſly pleaſed to grant him a Forfeited Eſtate, as former Kings had done to other aCtive Magiſtrates on 
like Occaſions, (with proviſo the ſaid Sir Michael made out His Majeſty's Title to it. 

' That this Grant proved to be an Intricate Title, by the Malice and wicked Contrivances of ſome 
ill-deſigning Perſons, who endeavoured to defeat His Majeſty's Title, by Perjury, and Subornation of Perjury, 
Which occaſioned Three Years and an half continued Law-Suit : In detecting and clearing of which, the ſaid 
Sir Michael Mitchell, and Foſeph Mitchell, beſides great Labour and Trouble, expended above its Value : 
Nor kad this Title &er been made out, but by their gr: at Diligence and Care, which now redounds to the 
Benefit of the Publick. Soon after which the ſaid Sir Michael died, leaving a numerous Ruined Family, 
without any other Hopes or Support but the ſaid Joſeph MitcheiPs ſole Induſtry, (who at the ſame time is 
| loaded by vaſt Debts of his Father's and his own, contra'ted to enable them to proſecute the aforeſaid 
Title,) and the Hopes that thiS HONOURABLE HOUSE will tenderly Confider and Relieve

jefty's Title to the Lands in the ſaid Grant mentioned, 

That the Petitioner himſelf atted as his Father's Agent in the ſaid Proſecution, from the beginning tothe end;, and 
though be could not remember the Particulars of his Father”s Expences therein, produced us an Account of One 1hou- 
Sand Five Hundred Thirty Six Pounds, Fourteen Shillings, Borrowed by bts Father , and all, to his knowledge, Ex- 
pended on the ſaid Proſecution, And by a Certificate under the Hands of His Majeſty's Attorney and Sollicitor- 
General of Ireland, it appears, That the Petitioner and his Father (in their Opinion) Expended near the full Value of 
the ſaid Eſtate : And we weve likewiſe informed by ſeveral Gentlemen at the Bar , and among the re$t, by His Ma- 
jeſty's Sollicitor-General, That they very well remembred the many Tryals in the Conrt of Fuſtice here, for the ſaid 
Lanas, and did believe that the ſaid Sir Michael Expended at leaſt One Thouſand Five Hundred Pounds therein.
